A resolution also was passed without 
dissent calling upon the United States 
chamber of commerce, with its 400 asso- 
ciation members scattered over the coun- 
try, to consider the question at its annual 
meeting in February in Washington, with 
the recommendation of the Chicago body 
that a nation-wide movement be under- 
taken to gain more daylight at the end of 
the day. 

The change of time committee sug- 
tested in its report that the longer day- 
Nght period at the end of the day could 
be secured best by advancing the time of 
the day throughout the country one hour 
without any resulting confusion to the 
. atœudard time system adopted in 


Avoid Friction of Railroads.

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BIGGER NAVY: 
CITES PERILS 


General Board Chief Asks 


54 Ships: Daniels 
Recommends 18, 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Dee. 11.—-[ Special. ] 
~The United States is ten battlephips 
short of an adequate defense, according 
to the general board of the navy, of which 
Admiral Dewey is chairman. The navy 
also is woefully deficient in destroyers, 
submarines, and air craft. 

In the face of this expert opinion, the 
highest at the command of the nation, 
Seoretary of the Navy Daniels in his an- 


nual report, made public today, recom- 


mends congress to authorize less than 
half of the building program for 1916 pro- 
posed by the general board. 


Daniels Sees Economy Need. 

Mr. Daniele says that his estimates 
„have been prepared with conaderation 
for the needs of the service and the ne- 
cessity for economy which the rigors of 
foreign war have imposed upon our na- 
tional budget.“ 

By those who support the general 
board’s plan for the building of an ade- 
quate navy it is comtended that if the 
“pork barrel items were eliminated 
from the $53,000,000 of appropraitione for 
rivers and harbors proposed by the ad- 
ministration there woul! be enough funds 
and to spare for the construction of the 
additional craft Geeméd imperative by 
the navy experts.

Urges $5,000,000 for Aircraft. 

In addition the general board recom 
mend the expenditure of $5,000,000 for 
aircraft. Secretary Daniela makes no 
specific recommendations but promises 
that the department win develop thie 
modern branch of the naval service 
„ steadily and rapidly.” 

The general boards says that its bulld- 
ing program contemplates the completion 
in 1919 of a fleet cual to that of any 
mation likely to challenge our policies.” 

It recomments the construction of four 
dGreadnaughis because of the deficiency 
of ten battleships resulting from the re- 
fusal of congress to maintain a steady 
buikiing program since 1903. 

Big Navy Nation’s Need. 

„ The general board,.“ Admiral Dewey 
reports, “‘ believes the policy it has con- 
sistently advocated for the production of 
an adequate navy is to the best interests 
of the country and that any navy less 
than adequate is an expense to the netion 
without being a protection. 

It cannot, therefore, too strongly urge 
the adoption by the government of a 
policy looking to the making good of the 
deficiencies of the past, and the building 
up of this arm of the national defense 
until it becomes equal to the task that 
war wil] put upon it. 

“That point will not be reached until 
the navy is strong enough to meet on 
equal terms the strongest probable ad- 


versary.” 

Need Ships to Protect Commerce. 

The necessity of creating and maintain- 
ing a much more powerful navy if the 
nation is to realize President Wilson's 
plan for the development of a great mer 
chant marine and the expansion of over- 
seas trade is pointed out by the general 
board in the following language: 

“The wisdom of such a policy is well 
mustrated by recent events and is re- 
inforeed by the teaching of all history. 
For a review of the history of all ages 
will show that no nation has ever created 
and maintained a great oversea com- 
merce without the support of sea power. 

It will further show that trade rivalry 
which i# the active expression of the 
most universal of all human traite—de- 
sire for gdin—has been a most fruitful 
cause of war; and, when the clash has 
come the commerce of the weaker sea 
power has been broken up and driven 
from the seas. 

That has been true for all time and is 
true today; and has a particular bearing 
on the United States at the present time, 
when euch strenuous efforts are being

Leiter Blames 
Double Cross 
for 1898 Crash. 


Elevators Said to Have 
Broken Promise in $10,- 
000,000 Wheat Corner. 


When young Joseph Leiter shook the 
markets of the world by his gigantic 
deals in wheat back in 1808 and then lost 
between $5,000,000 and $10,000,000 when 
the bottom dropped out of the market, 
the wise ones in La Salle street shook 
their heads. 

“ He held on too long,” said some. 

He was trying to follow in hiadaddy’s 
footsteps and was too young to tackle 
sueh a big job,“ was the comment of 
others. He was only 29 years old. 


New Light on Downfall, 

But a new story of Leiter's famous at- 
tempt to corner wheat cropped out yea- 
terday in the United States District court, 
which, if proven true, shows that Leiter 
not only knew what he was doing when 
he astounded the world with his deals, 
but that he might have obtained the 
coveted corner and pocketed some $7,000,- 
000 profits if certain elevator interests 
had not double crossed" him and 
dumped wheat on the Chicago market 
just at the critical moment. 

The new angle in Leiter's operations 
came to light during a hearing before 
Federal Judge Humphrey of a suit 
against Leiter for the recovery of $820,005 
alleged to be due the Interior and Mon- 
arch Elevator companies of Minneapolis 
on notes tendered in part payment for 
cash wheat bought by Leiter in 1898. 


Peavey and Pilisbury Named. 

Attorney Henry R. Platt, cownsel for 
Leiter, contended Leiter entered into an 
agreement with the Pillsbur des

during the Leiter opera tlons on the board 
of trade. This agreement, he said, was 
violated and caused the bottom to drop 
out of the market, thereby entailing Le- 
ter's heavy losses. 

Up until yesterday the late P. D. Ar- 
mour was considered by many to be the 
man who defeated the corner. He had 
many clashes with the young speculator 


when it was discovered Leiter really was 


behind the deals. Armour hired a small 
fleet of tugboate in the closing days of 
the winter of 1897-08 to keep the ice 
broken up in Duluth harbcr until veesels 
could get out and bring wheat to Chi- 


cago which was due on sales made to 


Leiter.

Chester W. Lane, auditor of the Mon- 
arch Elevator company, is the nominal 
complainant in behalf of that concern. 
The bills set up that Leiter bought 905,000 
bushels of wheat from the two companies 
and made arrangements for its storage. 
He paid $1.45 a dushel and made part pay- 
ment of about $100,000 in cash. Then 
he gave notes for the balance. 


Delivery of Wheat. 

Of the wheat bought in that deal, 706, 
000 bushels were delivered by the Interior 
Elevator company and 200,000 bushels 
by the Monarch company. To the Interior 
company Leiter gave a note for $190,855 
and to the Monarch company a note for 
$58,034. The notes were executed on Oct. 
6, 1808, and matured three years there- 
after with 8 per cent interest. The suit 
is for the recovery of the principal as well 
as interest for sixteen years, 

According to Attorney Platt the price 
shot up to $1.00 a few days after this 
wheat was bought. He contended Leiter 
entered into a combination with the Pea- 
vey and the Pillsbury people to bring 
about a corner. They agreed, according 
to Leiter, to keep wheat out of Chicago. 
They violated their agreement, he says, 
and along came the slump which termi- 
nated his career as a wheat king.” 

Peavey was president of both complainr 
ing companies. Notes given under an 
agreement of thet kind are void, accord- 
ing to the defense.

Mrs. Kuhns Gains Breach of 
Promise Victory Against 
State Auditor. 


When the $50,000 breach of promise suit 
filed by Mary Kuhne Brady against State 
Auditor James J. Brady was called in 
Judge Tuthill’s court yesterday Mr. 
Brady was not present. 

Inquiries were made. It was shown the 
state official had received personal serv- 
ice in the case. That was the only evi- 
dence taken. The court then entered a 
decree for the plaintiff. An order was 
entered showing Mr. Brady had default- 
ed by failing to file an appearance with- 
in the time limit fixed by the statutes. 

Mrs. Brady was on hand with her at- 
torney. She refused to discuss the case 
and when the court order was entered 
she left the room wearing a happy smile. 
Her attorney claimed a moral victory,” 
a vindication for his client, pleased her 
more than the prospect of a judgment of 
$50, 600. 

Preceded Lorimer Orash. 

The sensational suit was filed on June 4, 
immediately prior to the Lorimer bank 
crash, and the disclosures of the plaintiff 
concerning the workings of the auditor's 
office soon became interwoven with the 
stories of the tangled affairs uncovered 
by the bank scandal. 

The complainant charged she was mar- 
ried to Brady once, but illegally. She 
said he promised to make the marriage 
legal by a second ceremony and that he 
broke that promise. 


What Mrs, Kuhns Alleged. 
According to the bill, these were cir- 
cumstances: 

Charles Kuhns was divorced by his 
wife, Mary Quinlan Kuhns, on April 26, 
1918. Two days later she eloped with 
the state auditor. They were secretly 
married on April 28, 1913, in Detroit, 
Mich. However, the divorce law of the 
state of Illinois says persons divorced in 
Illinois may not remarry within one year 
of the date of the divorce. 

The complainant said the state auditer 
promised to remarry her after a year had 
elapsed in order to make their union legal 
under the statutes. 


BRADY REFUSES TO COMMENT.

[By the Associated Press.] 

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—The proposal of 
Pope Benedict for a truce among the war- 
ring nations during the Christmas holi- 
days is said by the official press bureau 
today to have been declined by Russia. 

The German press bureau had an- 
nounced that Germany was willing to : 
agree to a Christmas truce, provided 
the other nations at war gave their as- 
sent. 


CARNEGIE OPPOSES TRUCE. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Andrew 
Carnegie called at the White House to- 
day and expressed decided opposition to 
a truce in the Europeen war during the 
Christmas holidays. He declared it 
would be unchristianlike and immoral 
to stop the fighting and then begin it 
again. He added that he could not be- 
lieve any nation which adopted such a 
suggestion was doing i sincerely. 

The president was out golfing and 
Mr. Carnegie said he probably would re- 
turn te pay his respects. He praised Mr. 
Wilsons efforts in behalf of peace. 


Blames Germany for War. 

Mr. Carnegie gave it as his opinion 
that the military caste of Germany was 
responsibic for the war, but that at the 
time hostilities started the kaiser was 
cpposed to the war. 
The kaiser has told me that he took 
the greatest pride in the fact that he 
reigned for many years without being 
involved tn wir,“ Mr. Carncgie sald. “But 
he was surrounded by a ring of mili- 
tarists, who were eager for war at any 
price ” 


Hopes for Permanent Peace. 

Mr. Carnegie said he hoped that the 
world would be so horrified over the war 
that permanent peace would follow. He 
said his peace foundation would continue 
ite work and that he beljeved, ultimately, 
international arbitration would settle all 
disputes. He declared children should be 


hrought up te admire soldiers and their 
deeds. , 

Mr. Carnegie showed interest at a sug- 
gestion to tim that he might be called 
upon by the president to help bring about 
peace when the time came. 

“I will do anything I possibly can,” he 
said. “I believe Mr. Wilson earnestly de- 


support him." 


PRESIDENT OF COLLEGE suor 2 


The sinking of the German converted 
cruiser Pring Bitel Friedrich, with 1,500 
marines aboard, by a Japanese warship 
in South American waters is reported 
from Valparaiso, Chile. A merchant ship 
arriving at Concepcion last night reported 
having picked up a wireless message to 
that effect. 

The Eitel Friedrich belonged to the 
North German Lloyd company, but early 
in the war guns were mounted on board 
and it was transformed into an auxiliary 
cruiser. Recently it had been active off 
the coast of Chile. One of its most re- 
cent exploits was the sinking early in 
December oi the British steamer Charcas 
off Port Corral, Chile. 


Mine Sinks German Cruiser. 

The German armored cruiser Friedrich 
Karl has been sunk in the Baltic by @ 
mine, according to an official statement 
of the French ministry of marine at 
Paris today. The sinking of the Friedrich 
Kari is said to have occurred two weeks 
ago and most of the crew of 557 officers 
and men are said to have drowned. 

The Friedrich Karl was built in 1901. 
It carried four eight inch guns, ten five 
inch guns, twelve three inch guns, four 
machine guns, and torpedo tubes.

LONDON, Dec. 11. —Ot the five Austro- 
German columns which for some days 
appeared to be making steady progress 
in their invasion of Poland, three have 
suffered checks, according to tonight's 
official report from Russian headquar- 
ters. 

The column which was making a down- 
ward stroke from Mlawa, on the East 
Prussian frontier, and which was re- 
ported in one dispatch from PetrogTad 
today to be within fifteen miles of War- 
saw, was repulsed after an energetic of- 
fensive, and under counter attacks from 
the Russians was compelled to retire at 
some points. 

The attacks of the main German col- 
umn, which had its front on the line be- 
tween Lodz and Lowicz, and which came 
down diagonally from Thorn, were deliv- 
ered with great force, but, according to 
the Russian account, were repulsed with 
heavy losses to the invaders. 


Germans Meet Deadly Fire. 

That the Germans attached great im- 
portance to the success of their attack 
here is shown by the fact that during the 
two days they faced the Russian trenches 
seven ‘times and were driven back by a 
deadly fire. 

The other column which has suffered is 

that composed of German and Austrian 
troops,, which has been trying to outflank 
the Russian left south of Cracow. In 
this case it was the Russians who as- 
sumed the offensive, and they claim that 
after a tenacious resistance they defeated 
the Germans, taking several guns and 
2,000 prisoners. : 
Of the German column operating in the 
region of Piotrkow and that advancing 
from Czenstochowa, there is nonews ex- 
cept the Russian statement that on 
other parts of the front there have been 
no substantial changes.“ 0 


German Campaign in Balance. 

A check or repulse of any one of the col- 
umns, however, in the opinion of military 
critics, must affect the whole German 
plan, which was a formidable conversion 
movement that had for its objectives the 
capture of Warsaw and the relief of Cra- 
cow. For this purpose large reinforce- 
ments were sent from the west and opera- 
tions were pushed with great resolution 
against a determined opposition. It will 
probably take some days to determine, 
however, whether the checks have upset 
this plan. 

The Germans attach the utmost impor- 
tance, it is said, to securing a decisive 
result in the east before the Russians are 
able to make their numbers, which mili- 
tary men believe must already be supe- 
rior, so overwhelming that the better 
means of transportation possessed by the 
Germans will be discounted. 


Russian Official Statement. 
PETROGRAD, Dec. 11.—The following 
statement from the general staff of the 
Russian commander in chief was issued 
tonight: 

In the direction of Miawa the Germans 
on Dec. 10 kept up a strong offensive 
throughout the day and night, but we 
succéeded in repulsing them. Our troops, 
taking the offensive, gave chase to the 
German columns, which in some places 
retreated in disorder. 

In the region to the north of Lowicz 
the enemy made some flerce attacks on 
the night of Dec. 9-10 and throughout 
the following day. We repulsed these 
attacks and inflicted enormous losses on 
the Germans. 


Seven German Attacks Repelled. 

We repelled in all seven attacks, dur- 
ing which some of our units permitted the 
enemy to approach very near, and then 
put them to flight with a murderous fire. 
In the region south of Cracow on Dec. 
10 we were still continuing our offensive 
with success, in spite of the stubborn 
resistance offered by the Germans. We 
captured several guns and mitraſlleuses 


and 20,000 prisoners. 
There has been no important change 
on the remainder of the front.” 


German Official Statement. 
BERLIN, Dec. 11.—The German army 
headquarters staff today issued the fol- 
lowing communication: 

There is no change in the situation 
to the east of Mazurian lakes in East. 
Prussia. O ur attacks in northern Poland 
are progressing. No news is at hand 
from southern Poland.“

Kaiser's Army Cave f YPRES 
Well Fed, Healthy, and Happy 


HEADQUARTERS OF A CLRTAIN 
GERMAN ARMY IN FRANCE, for- 
warded by automobile courier to Berlin, 
thence to London, Dec. 11--A corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, dur- 
ing a week in the field of operations, 
has been the guest of Gen. von Heerin- 
gen, formerly war minister and now com- 
manding the seventh army; Gen. von 
Zwehl, the capturer of Maubeuge, and 
Gen. von Emmich, the conqueror of Liege 
and Namur. 

Several ‘hours were passed in the 
trenches in a picturesque old town where 
German riflemen and French legionnaires 
plan and play grim practical jokes of 
war upon each other from positions a 
scant 200 yards apart. 

A race of German troglodytes was 
found in one place on this front. Men, 
horses, supplies, hospitals, and so forth 
were housed in hillside caverns, formerly 
stone quarries, which were absolutely 
protected by a fifty foot stone roof from 
even the most powerful shell fire. 


Germans Prepare for Long Stay. 

The Germans evidently are preparing 
for an extended' occupation. The French 
peasants, under the supervision and toa 
certain extent the mild compulsion of the 
Germans, have planted winter crops and 
are working in the flelds. 

Important bridges destroyed during the 
occupation operations are everywhere 
being permanetly rebuilt with steel from 
Germany. 

The roads are being maintained as 
usual by French labor and in some cases 
factories are being reopened. 


Reims Cathedral] Blackened. 

The morning was passed in an artillery 
observation stand opposite Reims, where 
a powerful telescope, through which the 
| fire of the artillery is directed, brought 

the observer within 100 yards of the city 
and the cathedral and enabled him to 
see that the cathedral and its towers 
were standing fairly intact, although 
blackened by fire. 

A trip of inspection was made through 
a labyrinth of field fortifications and ap- 
proaches along the Aisne, at its nearest 
point to Paris, where the lines are nor- 
mally 200 or 300 yards apart. 

The soldiers even in the foremost 
trenches were found living in compara- 
tive comfort in their underground shel- 
ters. They were well supplied with 
blankets, food, water, and clothing, and 
are in good spirits despite their long 
residence in the trenches.

Miles and Miles of Grain. 

Of all the impressions of the trip one 
of the most striking is that left by the 
countless stacks of unthrashed grain, 
stretching for miles in every direction 
throughout this granary of northern 
France. 

Over a hundred German thrashing ma- 
chines of the largest size are working in 
the region occupied by the army and 
six new ones were encountered today 
plugging forward to reinforce these har- 
vest batteries which are doing work 
quite as important as that of the forty- 
two centimeter cannon. 

The army is not only living on the sup- 
plies of flour and meat derived from this 
section of the country, but is actually 
sending wheat and flour back to Ger- 
many. 


German Soldier Well Fed: 

The German soldier at the front is 
smiling and well fed, as he has one more 
warm meal daily than in peacetime. The 
lean greyhounds seen after the dash on 
Paris are again rounding out into portly 
Germans. 

The normal soldier at the front does 
not sing as much as formerly, partly per- 
haps because he has sung himself out 
and partly because singing in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the enemy is apt to draw 
fire, but he is neither discouraged nor 
exhausted. 

There is no indication whatever that 
his nerves are breaking under the strain 
of the protracted war. 


Health Conditions Good. 

No trip to the front would be complete 
without a visit to the field hospital. 
Health conditions are remarkably good, 
the surgeons state; even better than in 
peace times. 

There has been considerable typhoid, 
but this is now well in hand, owing tothe 
v_@orous use of the anti-yphoid serum. 

The medical department is just now 
cleaning out three villages in the imme- 
@ate vicinity of headquarters, which 
were found to be typhoid centers. 

The surgeons are devoting special at- 
tention to this matter and are isolating 
or vaccinating the inhabitants of sus- 
pected villages.

losses. 

This news is conveyed in an official com- 
munication from Paris tonight. Some of 
the allies’ trenches which were occupied 
yesterday by the Germans were recap- 
tured by the British. 

The communication says that on the 
rest of the front there is nothing impor- 
tent to report. 

Germans Claim Progress. 

A dispatch from Berlin signed by the 
chief of the army administration insists 
that the Germans have made progress in 
Flanders, but there is no inkling of the 
point where this advance was made. 

Claims of victories to the east and to 
the west of the Argonne in France are 
made in the dispatch, which says that 
artillery positions of the French were 
attacked with good results. 

It also is asserted that French attacks 
in the forest of Le Pretre and to the west 
of Point-a-Mousson were repulsed. 


Official French Statement. 

The official communication from Paris 
covering yesterday's operations says: 

“The enemy yesterday showed a cer- 
tain activity in the region of Ypres. He 
directed several attacks against our lines, 
three of which were completely repulsed. 
At one single point on the front the Ger- 
mans succeeded in reaching one of our 
first line trenches. On our side, we con- 
tinued to make progress in the direction 
ef the enemy's lines.

„ Valjevo—After dispersing the Aus- 
trians on Dec. 8, the Servians continued 
1 pursuit of their enemy and forced 
them beyond Oujitze, Kasjerice, Pouljen, 
Valjevo, and Ramrevats. The retreat 
of the Austrians was precipitate. They 
resisted only in the vicinity of Valjev~ 
and Oujitze. but here their stand was 
quickly broken and the Servians oceu- 
pied the two towns mentioned. 

“ During the day of Dec. 8 the Servians 
took Austrian prisoners to the number 
of twenty-eight officers and 2,237 men 
they also captured two cannon and much 
war material. 

“ Heavy fighting has occurred also tc 
the north of Kosmaj and Parovnitza 
where counter attacks delivered by the 
Servians resulted in heavy Austrian 
losses. The Austrians fied in disorder. 
Thousands of prisoners have arrived at 
Nish.” 

Serbs Take 22,000 Prisoners. 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—A dispatch from 
Nish, Servia, to Reuter’s Telegram com- 
pany contains a statement giving addi- 
tional details of the recent overwhelm- 
ing victory over the Austrians claimed 
by the Servians in northwest Servia. 

“The pursuit of the enemy is proceed- 
ing along the whole line,“ the statement 
says, “especially on our left and cen- 
ter.“ 

The statement reviews the fixhting 
from Dec. 3 to 7, inclusive, estimates 
the total prisoners at upwards of 2. 
000, and enumerates an immense and 
varied assortment of war material cap- 
tured, including an entire artillery depot. 


Press Austrians Hard. 

ROME, Dec. 11-—-The Servian legation 
announces that the Austrians have been 
driven back on Shabatz and are being 
hard pressed by the Servians, who are at- 
tacking toward Belgrade. The Austrian 
prisoners of war in Servia number 300 
officers and 30,000 men. 


TELIS BULGARIA’S POLIOY. 

New York, Dec. 11.— The policy of Bul- 
garia in the war in Europe was outlined 
here today by Stefan Panaretoff, first 
Bulgarian minister to this country, who 
is on his way to Washington to take up 
his duties there. According to Mr. 
Panaretoff, Bulgaria will preserve neu- 
traltty so long as neutrality seems best 
suited to Bulgaria's own interests; but 
if a condition arises whereby Bulgaria 
may improve fteelf by taking up arma, 
then, he sald, it might be relied upon to 
join in the war against Austria.

BLISS AROUSED 


Naco Commander. Declares 
Threat of Reprisal No Blu; 
Hpanlards Executed. 


Naco, Ariz., Dec. 11—Another Amer- 
ican trooper was wounded today by a 
Mexican bullet from the battleground of 
Naco, Sonora. A second bullet perfqrated 
a stovepipe in the tent of a United States 
army officer. The wounding of ‘the sol- 
dier brings the total casualty list on the 
American side up to fifty. 

Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, who came 
here yesterday to take command of the 
American forces on border duty, said to- 
day he hoped actual hostilities with the 
armed Mexican factions across the boun- 
dary would not be necessary, but that the 
Washington government was not bluffing. 

The soldiers of Gen. Hill and Gov. 
Maytorena, the Mexican leaders, were 
unusually active all last night. Several 
shells burst this side of the boundary Une. 
A large number of bullets from both Mex- 
ican factions fell on the American side. 


Don’t Fire Over Border—Gutierrez. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11—Provi- 
sional President Gutierrez has ordered 
Gov. Maytorena, commanding his own 
forces at Naco, to avoid operations al- 
together if he cannot confine his fire 
within Mexican borders. 

Two Spanish subjects, Vicente Vidal 
and Eduardo Basugal, have been exe- 
cuted at Tampico by Gen. Caballero, the 
Carranza commander. A third Spanish 
subject is reported in prison. 

The Spanish ambassador, Mr. Riano, 
visited Secretary Bryan and was told 
that efforts would be made to save the 
life of the man in prison. A dispatch to 
the state department declared: the rea- 
son assigned for the execution of the 
two Spaniards was that they were Villa 
supporters.

fense Hearing Relterates 
Plea for Battleships, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Secretary 
Daniels today before the house naval 
committee at the hearing on the defenses 


of the United States reiterated his belief 


that the government should increase its 
navy. He emphasized the dominating 
necessity of dreadnaughts to maintain 
the strength of great powers at sea, with 


submarine boats and submarine mines as 
| our first and best line of defense. This 


minor essentials. 


The secretary declared that if a foreign 
foe came to attack the United States, | 
the battleships would be relied on first | 
and then would come the submarines— | 


and mines. 

Wen Secretary ‘Daniels had explained 
fully his naval policy which was outlined 
in his annual report today, the naval 
strength in the Pacific was taken up by 
the committee. 

No Dreadnaughts on Pacific. 
He testified there were no dread- 
naughts there, and the Oregon, now be- 
ing put again in commission, and more 
than twenty years old, was the only 
battleship there. He told of the cruis- 
era, gunboats, and torpedo flotilla there. 
Do you regard the Pacific coast de- 
fenses as adequate for war?“ Represen- 
tative Stephens of California asked. 

O, no,“ he replied. 

Mr. Stephens asked if with no war craft 
of any importance on the Pacific the sec- 
retary would feel safe. The secretary 
replied that one of the purposes of build- 


strongest enemy vessels that

merce.“ 

Insular Nation Needs Big Navy. 

In concluding his argument for an ade- 
quate navy Admiral Dewey says: 

“In the matter of national defense 
history teaches still another great lesson 
particularly applicable to ourselves. That 
is that a nation, insular in character or 
separated by bodies of water from other 
nations, can and must rely on its navy— 
when that navy is adequate—for protec- 
tion and freedom from invasion and may 
keep its own soil free from all wars other 
than civil. , 

The United States is one among the 
few nations of the world that occupy this 
happy position, being insular insofar as 
any nation capable of making serious war 
upon us is concerned, since any opponent 
that need be considered raust come to us 
from across the seas, 


Defense Rests with Navy. 
Our main defense and protection from 
invasion must, th@refore, always rest 
with the navy, which must ever remain 


defense unless adequate is impotent and 
as before stated adequacy is not reached 
until the navy is strong enough to meet 
on equal terms the navy of the strongest 
probable adversary. 

“In the matter of battleships the gen- 
eral board remains of the opinion that it

is roughly estimated that there are built 
or building for the various navies the 
following number of submarines: Eng 
land, eighty-four; France, seventy-six; 
United States, fifty-one; Germany, thirty~ 
one; Japan, seventeen. This estimate 
was made in July of this year. 

“When the relative sizes of the fleets 
of the great nations enumerated above 
are considered, it will be seen that the 
United States has a submarine flotilla 
relatively and actually very powerful. 


Compares U. S. and England. 

“ England's fleet is more than twice as 
great as ours, yet it has but little more 
than half as many more submarines. 
France has a considerably larger sub- 
marine fleet than ours, with a smaller 
navy, but it’ has in the past taken the 
lead in submarine building. Some years 
ago it abandoned the dreadnaught policy 
to acquire large numbers of subme- 
rines, but in the last two or three years 
it has made unusual exertions to repair 
its deficiency in dreadnaughts. 

„England has overcome this lead, and 
we are on that road, having in addition 
to the fifty-one ships already mentioned 
eight or more authorized by last year’s 
bill, on which work will shortly com- 
mence, and we are asking for eight or 
more this year, which will swell our total 
to at least sixty-seven in the next three 
years. 

“Germany, with a larger fleet than 
ours, has less submarines, and Japan, 
with a fleet smaller than ours in strength, 
only half as many submarines. 

As far as the submarines themselves 
are concerned, it is believed that ours 
are on a par with any in the world.” 


Air Craft Necessary. 

Of aviation the secretary says: 

Air craft have demonstrated in, the 
present war in Europe that no military 
arm is complete which lacks them. They 
will not replace vessels of war, but will 
extend the field of operations to the air 
as well as on the surface and under- 
neath the water. They provide the best 
means for discovering submarine mines, 
and have now become an indispensable 


naval adjunct.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Declaring 
that there has been too much publicity 
of military affairs of the nation, Senator 
Weeks of Massachusetts, in a speech in 
the senate today, opposed agitation for 
special investigation of military prepar- 
edness, praised the strength and person- 
nal of the navy, and urged the organiza- 
tion of an army reserve. 

We have had a demonstration during 
the present European war of the value 
of secrecy in conducting military opera- 
tions,’’ said the senator, “‘ and there is no 
reason why we should spread broadcast 
what we are doing or what preparations 
we have made. I have no doubt every 
European country is informed in the most 
minute detail of our condition both on 
‘and and sea, and if any change in our 
methods is to be made it should not be in 
the direction of greater publicity, but 
should be to protect our operations, even 
in time of peace, from scrutiny both at 
home and abroad.” 


Would Have U. 8. Prepared, 

While expressing the hope that the 
European war would be the last great 
war, and that nations would ** gee the 
folly of maintaining such great military 


— eee 


establishments as great European coun- 
tries have done, and that a general agree- 


at least a partial disarmament, Senator 
Weeks maintained it was the part of wis- 
dom to consider what course to follow in 
case such a result should not come. 
At this time,” he continued, it does 
wot seem to me that it is wise or prudent 
to take any action which will change our 
policy or add to our naval equipment 
except by an omnibus appropriation 
which can be expended under the direc- 
tion of the general board of the navy, 
with the approval of the secretary of the 
navy and the president.

Urges a Reserve Army. 

Senator Weeks maintained that the 
army was insufficient, and proposed its 
reorganization not for the purpose of in- 
creasing the permanent active army but 
for the organization of a reserve corps 
which would make available large forces 
of trained soldiers at all times. Ik the 
military experts are right,“ he said, 
“that the country needs a force of 500,- 
000 trained men, supplemented by from 
100,000 to 200,000 volunteers, to give it a 
reasonable chance of protection against 
a probable foe, and that the 500,000 men 
will be needed at once on the outbreak 
of war—organized as fighting machines— 
it would appear that the defense provided 
at present by congress is inadequate and 
practically worthless, and that the mon- 
eys spent on this defense are largely 
wasted.”’ 

Through a reserve system, Senator 
Weeks maintained that a much larger 
trained army could be maintained at less 
expense than a permanent standing army 
now. 

In addition to the national reserve 
force, Senator Weeks would have a simi- 
lar reserve organized under the state 
militias, and urged laws to provide skilled 
military trainers for volunteers,

FALL CAUSES DEATH. 


— — — 


New York, Mec. 11.—[Special.]—Rich- 
ard A. Canfield. furmer gambler, whose 
gaming houses at Saratoga and in this 
city were famcus places in their dey, died 
today at his home, 56 Madison avenue, of 
a fracture at the base of his skull, re- 
ceived on Thursday in a fall on the stairs 
of the Fourteenth street subway station. 

The fracture was one known to the med- 
ical profession as contre-coup, which oc- 
curs in another part of the body than the 
place struck, end the effects of which do 
not show for several hours. In his fall 
he struck his chin, which apparently was 
the only part injured; but the shock 
caused a fracture at the base of the skull, 
which could not be detected by an ex- 
ternal examination. 

This morning his housekeeper tried to 
awaken him, but failed. Physicians were 
summoned and foznd the fracture. He 
remained unconscious until his death. 

Canfield, who was 56 yeare old, was 
generally rated a millionaire. He hada 
collection of Whistler's paintings which 
he valued at $300,000 and which was con- 
sidered second only to that of Charies L. 
Freer of Detroit. This collection he sold 
last spring to an art company here. His 
Chippendale furniture, reputed to be the 
most valuable private collection in the 
world, was valued at $150,000. 

Many of his art treasures adorned his 
gambling establishment in East Forty- 
fourth street, in this city. In December, 
1902, this place was raided by District 
Attorney Jerome. Canfield’s manager, 
David W. Bucklin, was arrested and later 
indicted as a common gambler.

BATTLES AT SEA. 

The sharp eriticiam of the strategical blunder 
which resulted in the destruction of Rear Admiral 
Cradock and his squadron off Coronel apparently 
had its effect. The squadron sent by the British 
admiralty to avenge that sharp defeat was in no 
danger of being overmatched by any force Ger- 
many could concentrate in southern waters. On 
the contrary, it consisted of battle cruisers of th» 
latest and most formidable type, swift of speed 
and carrying main batteries of the heaviest guns. 
The Lion and Indefatigable carried main batteries 
of 18.5 iach and 12 inch guns respectively, while 
their principal adversaries carried only 8.2 inch 
and 6 inch guns. 

The result in the first battle was the loss to 
the English of Admiral Cradock and 1,500, while 
the German loss was negligible. The result in the 
second battle was the reverse, the English losing 
very few men and no ships, while the Germans lost 
all but two of their squadron, one since lost, Ad- 
miral von Spee, and, it is said, most of their men. 

The action lasted longer in the second battle, 
probably because there was more sea room. In 
both splendid courage and determination were 
shown by the squadrons destroyed, and in both 
the proportion of saved was very small. 

In fact, for the defeated in the naval actions 
of today there seems to be very little chance of 
surwval, No land battle wipes out all of one of 
the contestant forces. Of course, fighting, and 
consequently danger, is more constant in such 
operations as those in France and Belgium, but 
the destruction of life in naval actions is swift and 
sweeping. In the days of sailing ships disable-

INDIANA FOOD FINDINGS. 
HB food bureau of the Indiana board 
of health has been inquiring into 
the bottling and preserving indus- 
try In that state. One series of tests 
related to the keeping qualities of 
foods put up in Mason jars. The old 
style Mason jar was of glass, with «a 
combination glass and zinc cover. The 
cover was made tight with a rubber ring. 
The new style cover, o¢ white crown cap, 
makes the seal with glase against glass. 
The rubber band is placed at the edge of 
the cover and not between the cover and 
the jar, as in the old Mason top. 

It was found that with the old Mason 
top at the end of six months weak acid 
solutions had lost a good deal from evap- 
oration, hed become turbid, had cor- 
roded the cover, and contained zine in 
solution. With the new style, or glass 
geal, the solution had not evaporated, be- 
come turbid, corroded the cover, nor did 
it contain sinc in solution. 

Therefore tart substances should not be 
put up in Mason jars with old style cov- 
ers. The same is true, though to a much 
less degree, with preserves and other 
foods that are not tart.

The investigators found the sanitary 
conditions of pop factories much better 
than they were a few years ago. Of the 
105 places inspected, none was excellent; 
but forty-five were good; fifty-seven were 
fair, and three were bad. Of 549 samples 
of pop examined twenty-two were pre- 
served with bengoate of soda. Orange 
soda they found usually contained ben- 
gzoate. Seven samples contained salicylic 


acid; seventeen contained saccharin.

WING to the veil of secrecy with 
which the British censor has en- 
deavored to shroud everything 
connected with British military 
operations in France and Belgium 

no mention has yet been made in any of 
the English newspapers of the name of 
the general in command of that large 
force of picked Indian troops that has 
given 80 fine an account of itself in driv- 
ing back the German invaders. 

The officer in question is Sir James 
Willcocks, the man who at the head of 
a small force relieved the English gov- 
ernor and his family at Coomassie, the 
capital of Ashanti, in western Africa. 

All Sir James’ life may be said to have 
been spent amid fighting. He was born 
at Delhi only a few weeks before the out- 
break of the great Indian mutiny of 1857, 
and im his Infancy had several narrow es- 
capes from sharing the fate of those 
thousands of English children and wom- 
en who were massacred by the natives 
during the rebellion. 

* 

Asa boy he ran away to sea. He faticd 
twice for the examination for a com- 
mission in the army and then wandered 
about the world on tramp steamers, hav- 
ing Many a rough and bitter experience. 

When he at length returned to England 
with only two-pence in his pocket his 
father persuaded him to try again for 
the army, and this time he managed to 
pass, went through Sandhurst, and was 
gazetted to the Leinster regiment. 

Within a year he had the good fortune 
to take part in the wonderful march of 
the late Lord Roberis from Cabul to 
Kandahar, and since then his life has been 
one long succession of frontier warfare, 
interrupted by service in Egypt, in the 
Soudan, in Burma, in West Africa, itn 
South Africa, and now in France. 

He has been thanked by parliament, 
has been presented with the freedom of 
the city of London and with a sword of 
honor, and has a longer row of medals, 
each showing a different campaign, than 
any other fleld officer of the British 
army.

Sir James Willcocks is the best possi- 
ble choice that could have been made 
for a commander of the Indian troops in 
France. Tiere are few men who have a 
more intimate acquaintance with India, 
its pecullar military conditions, and its 
requirements. 

His experience with the natives is al- 
most uncanny, and his mastery of the va - 
rious languages and dialects phenomenal. 
In fact, the natives of every class have 
the most profound respect for him, while 
among his countrymen in India he is re- 
nowed for his prowess as a shooter of 
big game. 

Add to this that he is in splendid health 
as hard as nails, and one of a number of 
brothers of an Anglo-Indlan family, each 
one of whom has made his mark.

His brother, Sir William Wilicocks, 
paid a prolonged visit to America on the 
invitation of the United States govern- 
ment last year, after having won dims 
tinction as one of the heads of the state 
irrigation system of India, reorganized 
the entire irrigation scheme of Egypt, 
thereby doubling and even trebling its ag- 
ricultural area, the construction of the 
huge dam of the Nile at Assouan, remain- 
ing as a lasting memorial of his geniua. 
Subsequently he devised a wonderful 
scheme for restoring the vast Babylonian 
irrigation works of the valleys of the 
Euphrates and of the Tigris in behaif 
of the Turkish government with the ob- 
ject of transforming the ancient Chaldea 
once more Into one of the great granaries 
of the world.

spent a quarter of a century of his life 
as government chaplain in India, where 
he incidentally became famous as a big 
game shot. : 

Since taking his pension he has turncd 
engineer and is building railroads 
through the heart of the Indian forest 
from a sheer love of work.

The strain of the present war is welgh- 
ing heavily upon the nerves of even the 
strongest and most level headed of the 
military commanders and statesmen who 
are playing a more or less active role 
in the conflict, the horrors of which have 
already wrecked the reason of the Duke 
of Cumberland, father of the sovereign 
Duke of Brunswick, whom it has been 
necessary to place under restraint. 

Now comes the news that Crown Prince 
Alexander of Servia has developed tne 
same signs of mental disturbance as those 
which led to his elder brother, George, 
being deprived by the national legisia- 
ture and by the crown of his status as 
heir apparent and of his rights of suc- 
cession to the throne. 

Alexander, like his brother, has begun 
to give way to absolutely Insane fits of 
ruge and fury, during the course of which 
he loses all notion of restraint and ren- 
ders himself guilty of the most appalling 
and frightful acts of brutality and cruel- 
ty, acts which can be ascribed only to 
positive dementia. 

His condition has been growing worse 
ever since the close of the last Balkan 
war, and only a few hours before the 
sudden death of the able Russian envoy, 
Von Hartwig, while making an after 4in- 
ner call at the Austrian legation. for 
the purpose of conferring with his col- 
league, the Austrian minister plenipoten- 
tiary, Crown Prince Alexander, although 
regent of Servia at the time, was sub- 
jected to a terrible horsewhipping by a 
captain of the Servian army for a grose 
insult to which he had subjected inat 
officer's fiancée, the daughter of his ex- 
cellency, Von Hartwig.

It may be recalled that ex- Crown Prince 
George was declared by the Supreme 
court of the kingdom of Servia to have 
been unfit to reign owing to his having in- 
moted such shocking injuries upon his 
valet through kicking him in a fit of un- 
governable fury that the man succumbed 
to his injuries a few hours later. 

Alexander is treading in his elder 
brother's footsteps, and it will not be 
long before he, too, will be deprived of 
his place in the line of succession to the 
throne by the Servian courts and legisla- 
ture.

Some of the material is now first 
published, including reproductions of 
Luca's work, as well as documents, and a 
wise caution has been followed inattribu- 
tion. A final chapter includes a consid- 
erable list of work in the manner of Luca 
ascribed to him, but with insufficient evi- 
dence or erroneously. 

Prof. Marquand is to be congratulated 
upon his scholarly achievement and the 
Princeton press on the very admirable 
mechanics of the book. The promise of 
succeeding volumes on Andrea della Rob- 
bia, Giovanni della Robbia, and the Rob- 
bia school is most welcome. There is too 
little art literature of this sound and re- 
warding character. 

The genius of the Della Robbias espe- 
clally as expressed in the grave and lovely 
work of Luca deserves the greater ac- 
quaintance of American artists and lovers 
of art.

Mr. Hilaire Belloc has written an in- 
teresting commentary on that celebrat- 
ed historical document, THE BAYEUX 
TAPESTRY.” The text is published 
with colored reproductions of the tapes- 
try which it explains and the whole 
makes a thin volume entitled “ The Book 
of the Bayeux Tapestry. 

Mr. Belloc disposed of the traditional 
theory that the tapestry was made by 
the wife of William the Conqueror and 
her ladies and places the time of !ts mak- 
ing about a hundred years later than 
Hastings.

| Books for Medical Men. | 


„ RECREATIONS OF A PHYSICIAN ” 
begins with an essay on specialization. 
Dr. A. 8. Chisholm, the author, holds that 
while specialization advances society it 
impoverishes the individual. It will be 
evident to the reader of “ Recreation 
that Dr. Chisholm lives up to his opinion. 
The essays cover a wide range of subjects 
and display a broad acquaintance with 
literature. In some of them he discusses 
medical subjects; in others, medical men, 
but at least half of them have nothing to 
do’ with medicine or with medical men. 

The author's knowledge of the little 
known literature of the world’s works in 
languages but little read in America and 
northwestern Europe is most unusual. In 
fact, citations, allusions, ané quotations 
follow. each other in such rapid sequence 
that one at times develops mental indi- 
gestion. Evidently Dr. Chisholm is one 
of those rare souls, the old time doctor, 
with a wide range of information. (G. P.

“NEW NERVES FOR OLD,” by Ar- 
thur A. Carey, furnishes many landmarks 
and signposts for those who suffer from 
“sick nerves” and are in search of 
health. Frenkel worked out a plan for 
treating locomotor ataxia by 
and graduated exercises. 
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d regardtd as the American 
standard of criticism, making cogent and 
quotable those principles by which the 
reviewer and critic are guided, but which 
many of them lack the acumen to phrase. 
He speaks of the felicity with which 
American critics subordinate in their 
criticiam all technical parade, and says: 
“As a rule indeed, I think, they rather 
help than hinder the contention that crit- 
icisth is a special province of literature 
with, in fact, a technic of its own in which 
they show real expertness, instead of a 
literary adjunct of the especial art with 
which it is variously called upon to con- 
cern itself.“ 

What Mr. Brownell has to say about the 
equipment of the critic is interesting ir- 
deed, and may well be read by seasoncd 
workers in the field of criticism as well 
as by those young aspirants who must 
needs offer their enthusiasm in licu of 
experience. He bids the critic provide 
himself with a philosophy of life as a 
standard by which to measure the value 
of other men’s ideas; and he insists upon 
the need of general culture above spe- 
cific technical information. “Of this 
general culture,“ he writes, “I should 
call the chief constituents history, esthet- 
ics, and philosophy.” He protests against 
what he calls the bellestristic or purely 
esthetic view of. criticism, recognizing 
that the elegance of a structure cannot 
commend it unless that structure have a 
foundation and an intrinsic value and 
meaning. Art and letters,” he says 
with emphasis, are neither fortuitous 
phencmena, on the one hand, to be savored 
and testec merely by the sharp senses of 
the impression, nor, on the other, tech- 
nica! variants of an isolated evolution.“ 

While he does not, in so many words, 
plead for the warm humanness of both 
art and criticism, he continually implies 
that it is required to give substance and 
durability to both products. He speaks 
of the stark, exclusive and exaggerated 
effect of Poe’s work; refers to the (imita- 
tions which such realism as Maupassant's 
inflicts upon creator and reader, regeultirg 
in “a quintessentially un eal effect,” 
and of the ill placed vitality of such a 
character as Pere Gorilot,’’ where the 
protagonist is the mere personification of 
a passion. 

In all he says, he makes, directly and im- 
directly, a plea for the recognition of 
what is essential in art and literature. 
and it is very evident indeed that his ideal 
critic must have a ready recognition of 
this intrinsic humanness, this relation to 
life. The book—which is published by 
Scribper’s—is recommended to all critics 
and critics of critics.

G. Lowes Dickinson has yielded to much 
persuasion and permitted a number of his 
letters embodying impressions of India, 
China, Japan, and America to be printed, 
chosing, with some deprecation, the title 
„ APPEARANCES,” meaning trereby 
that he judged hastily, as a traveler 
might (Doubleday, Page & Co.). The re- 
luctance which Mr. Dickinson felt to the 
re-publication of these letters, which had 
first appeared in the English Review ar. d 
the Manchester Guardian, arose from the 
fact that he realized that he had writtin 
with some asperity. ard that he did not 
care to have the evidences of his irrita- 
tion with occidentalfecivilization bound 
between the covers of a book. This is 
amiable of Mr. Dickinson, but need he 
have concerned himself? Much that he 
says in the way of adverse eriticiam of 
America, for example, is so true that ‘t 
hardly submits itself to argument. Other 
statements are mistaken, and obviously 
soy and therefore fall to the ground of 
their own weight. But America has 
ceased to be sensitive. The scorned of 
all cultivated peoples, the refuge of all 
unfortunates and adventurers, bearing 
her burdens with almost scornful case 
and diverted by her own crudities, Amer- 
ica can afford to go her way, letting her 
acts rest in the balance against those of 
Europe or Asia, That she has been, in 
some of her demonstrations, ve. y oflen- 
sive to Mr. Dickinson is a matter for 
regret, but not one to which either Amer- 
ica or Mr. Dickinson will attach too much 
importance. 

What really delights one in the book is 
the fervor with which the author admires 
what he does like, and cetests what of- 
fends him. His description of Mount 
Fugi is rarely beautiful and moving; his 
impression’ of Nikko and the men 
sho once lived in it is uplifting; his ven- 
eration for China stirs one to old world 
reverence and new world shame. Few 
travelers react with more eloquence and 
vivacity, few are so fearless in what they 
ive to say. That he has not caught the 
essence of American character must be 
our fault. His failure in this respect— 
save in certain particulars—cannot be 
ga'nesayed The book is brilliant and 
original, revealing a personality of sin- 
guiar emphasis and perception.

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 11.—[Special.}]—De- 
claring some of the Democratic editors 
of the country have misinterpreted his 
stand in fa vor of prohibitionand woman's 
suffrage, Secretary of State Bryan in an 
editorial in the forthcoming issue of the 
Commoner, gwen to the press today, 
wants it understood he does not favor 
these measures as national enactments, 
but by the different states. 

The secretary of state presents his be- 
lief in state rights, but he adds that his 
hostility to the liquor business is great 
enough to cause him to vote for either 
amendment, national prohibition or 
women’s suffrage, if they are submitted 
as federal acts. 


Bryan Explains Stand. 

“There is no reason to believe,” Mr. 
Bryan says, “that a prohibition amend- 
ment or a suffrage amendment would be 
ratified by three-fourths of the states 
even if it obtained a two-thirds vote of 
the houses. Belieying in both women’s 
suffrage and abolition of liquor traffic, 
I would vote for either amendment if 
submitted, but the time does not seem 
opportune for submission of either of 
these amendments. 

“A national contest for either amend- 
ment would simply divert attention from 
other issues upon which the people are 
ready to act, without advancing the cause 
of women's suffrage or the prohibition 
movement. 

These questions are, however, at issue 
in states, and as a Democrat I am inter- 
ested in seeing the party take the moral 
side of both questions. 
party takes the side of the brewer, fhe 
distiller, and saloonkeeper it will lose 
many of its best members and it will draw 
to itself the worst element of the Repub- 
lican party—and the Democratic party 
cannot afford to invite an element that 
puts desire for drink before principles 
of government and the nation's welfare. 

The more we have of that element the 
more difficult it will be to draw to us 
those whose presence gives strength to 
a party and whose voice and example 
increase its numbers. 


Advises on Party Course. 
“The Democratic party cannot be 
killed, even by association with so con- 
taminating an influence as the liquor in- 


terests, but why should the party allow N 


itself to be debauched and disgraced? 
“It would take a decade or more to re- 
move the odium that representatives of 
the triple curst—the saloon, the gam- 
bling hall, and the brothel—will bring 
upon the party if they are allowed to 
dictate its policy.

Awards Public Health’. Degree. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 11 Gradu- 
ate in public health will be the degree 
awarded by the University of California 
at the end of a six year course ip a new 
profession—that of keeping everybody 
well. 

For a long time the universities have 
been teaching how to cure the sick, but 
the aim of this new course in preventive 
medicine ie to train experts whose whole 
purpose shall be to prevent any one from 
ever being sick enough to need a doctor. 

In announcing the new course today the 
university authorities said that thereisa 
great and rapidiy growing demand for 
highly trained sanitarians for the service 
of city, state, schools, army, navy, and 
nation. 

The curriculum will consist of two years 
in physics, chemistry, zodlogy, and mod- 
ern languages; then four years of special 
training, in which students will learn, 
for instance, how a town may get clean 
water, how to make a sewage farm safe 
and profitable; how files, fleas, mosqui- 
toes, and other germ carriers may be sup- 
pressed; what people ought to eat; how 
schools, churches, and public buildings 
ought to be heated and ventilated, and 
many kindred subjects.

The last report frcm Gotham was that 
Prestdent Farrejl of the New Yorks was 
asking such a large price for his club 

that Col. Ruppert had not accepted the 

proposition. It is understood that the 
gpichel.has a piece of property in Goth- 
am, situated at One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth street and Lenrox avenue, ready to 
be made over into a ball park, and Presi- 
dent Gilmore of the Feds said he under- 
stooc that Col. Ruppert had a site al- 
ready for a ball park if he was able to 
get a franchise.
